Sometimes, the artillery fired at a 
barricade, but usually the defenses 
Were taken without firing a shot. The 
work of destroying the entanglements 
ud burning the material from which 
they were constructed was slow. Oc- 
easionally, when the troops were fired 
upon from roofs, the houses were 
Sombarded, but the occupants had 
ample time to escape. 

The operations of the troops in the 
Brunnaya district disclosed many in- 
teresting traces of yesterday’s fight- 
ing, which brought the walls of a hun- 
Gred houses tumbling about the ears 
of their defenders.

A detachment of the 
“Drujina,”’ aided by some sympathizers 
in the neighborhood, swooped down on 
the corporal’s guard forming the es- 
cort. The drivers of the wheeled kitch- 
en and the escort made a valiant de- 
tense as bullets rattled on the bojlers 
and cauldrous, puncturing a big soup 
pot. At this juncture, a squadron of 
dragoons galloped up and drove off the 
assailants and the camp kitchens were 
rescued, but the grenadiers lost their 
dinner. 

Last night a company of Drufina“ 
soldiers, who are said to be paid 20 
cents per day, made a daring incursion 
into the heart of the city, occupying 
Okhotnago Riada (Hunters Row) un- 
der the walls of the Kremlin, and sud- 
denly opened fire on the infantry and 
artillery camping in Theater Square. 
The guard stationed at the Hotel Met- 
ropole, where Gov.-Gen. Doubassof ts 
quartered, replied, and volley 
volley was e across the 
square. 

The regular troops, in the absence of 
their officers, were thrown into con- 
fusion by the eurprise attack and fired 
wildly until the officers rushed out of 
the hotel and led a charge across the 
square, whereupon the “Drujina” sol- 
diers hastily — The regulars 
thereafter were most nervous. 

The correspondents, returning later 
to the Hotel Continental, on the oppo- 
side of the square, were fired upon. At 
midnight, the guests of this hotel were 
routed out of bed, the commander of the 
troops having sent word that he in- 
tended to open with artillery on Hunt- 
ers’ Row, which had been reoccupied 
by the “Drujina,” and that the hotel.

CHINESE BOYCOTT CLOSES THE 
DOORS, LITERALLY. 


Anti-American Agitation Now Ex- 
tends to Seventeen Provinces and in 
Canton and Hankow Situation is 
Just as Bad as in Shanghai—More 
Drastic Measures Threatened. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—Accord- 
ing to latest reports received here from 
the Orient, the boycott in China has 
become so serious that a number of 
American houses have closed their 
doors unti] conditions change. 

There arfived here yesterday from 
the Orient on the steamer, Coptic, R. Van 
Sant, who represented a local firm at 
Shanghai. Mr. Van Sant, in speaking 
of the boycott, said: 

“The situation in China is very se- 
rious, and there is absolutely nothing 
in the stories that the feeling against 
American goods has lessened. It has 
now extended to seventeen provinces. 
and in Canton and Hankow the situa- 
tion is just as bad as in Shanghai. 

“Americans are not doing 20 per cenk. 
of the business they formerly did, and 
at Hongkong the Chinese were pur- 
chasing Australian flour at a mueh 
higher price than that quoted by the 
Americans. 

“The Chinese state that they will not 
trade with Americans untif there is a 
modification of the exclusion laws, but 
this, I told them, is hardly probable. 

“In the event of the United States 
failing to pass a law less stringent than 
the present one the Chinese will adopt 
more drastic measures. 

“The boycott has developed into an 
anti-foreign feeling, and the British 
and German business concerns in the 
Orient are suffering the loss of cons d- 
erable trade.“

If 
to this be added all the other mineral 
matter solution in the sea water 
the amount would be swollen to about 
4,500,000 cubic miles.” 
Prof. Salisbury estimated the quan- 
tity of salt and water brought to the 
sea year rivers, and on this 
basis obtains 370,000,000 as the estimat- 
ed number of years it would take for 
the amount of salt now in the sea to 
have been brought to it by rivers at the 
present rate.

A sheep boy herding 
on a hillside across the way, saw him 
go into the house; saw Harry Clark 
run out and feel under the Chinaman's 
wagon seat where his money was kept. 
The Chinaman never came out of the 
house and after a while his old horse 
wandered away. The body was after- 
ward found underneath the Hunter 
house.

Hundred Dollars Left by Father to 
Child Many Yéare Ago Grows to 


Mrs. B. A. Babcock has won her fight 
in the courts against her mother, Mrs. 
E. H. Andross, and can console herself 


knowing that she is to receive a mal 
fortune. 

Until January ot this year Mrs. Bab- 
cock didn't know that any money had 
been left to her by her father, who 
el when she was an infant. Then 
she accidentally discovered that her 
mother had been appointed her guar- 
dian in 1881, when she was only 4 
years old, and that in that capacity 
her mother had received $666.66 of trust 
money. This was a revelation for the 
daughter, who had been told that when 
her father died he had left his prop- 
érty to the mother by will. . 

With the ald of her husband, the 
Gaughter found her mother never had 
filed any account with the probate court 
in San Bernardino, where she had been 
appointed guardian, since the time of 
her appointment. In the attempt to 
trace out what had been done with 
the money, Mrs. Babcock found that 
had been invested in real property 
at Riverside, part of which her mother 
sold in 1888 for $9000: the following 
year she sold the remainder for $1150. 

Having discovered «60 much, the 
daughter brought suit inst her 
mother to recover $10,150, th interest, 
and the further sum of $126, which 
had not been invested, with Interest 
from 1891. 

The case was tried before Judge 
Bordwell, and yesterday he handed 
down an opinion in the suit. Mrs. An- 
dross set up the defense that she had 
expended the $666.66 in the support of.

| OF INDUSTRY'S ENEMIES. 
When, a few weeks ago, The 


| Times gave the news that extensive 


preparations were being made by the 
walking delegates and other agents of 
the labor unions for industrial dis- 
turbances at the close of the old year 
and the beginning of the new, such 
worthies as Hay, Fennessy and other 
leaders of the trouble-making gang. 
made haste to deny that they harbored 
. such intentions. Of course they 

id! 

It was like the case of the horse- 
thief, who, caught on his way out of 
the barn with the beast, declared that 
he merely proposed to give the horse 
a drink. 

But the Examiner, the Express, the 
News and the Record all fairly 
tumbled over each other to exploit the 
denials of the strike-promoters, taking 
it for granted that their readers would 


believe the bare statements of per- 
jurers. 


apparently swallowed whole the bald 
assertions of the walking delegates, 
foolishly assuming that the public 
would gulp them down, too. 

The Citizens’ Alliance, like The 

Times, fully informed of what was 
going on, came out with a forceful 
warning to merchants and manufac- 
turers and transportation companies, 
stating that the trouble-breeders were 
busy, and exposing their plans. 
“Yet the Express, the Examiner, the 
Record and the News pooh-poohed at 
the warning of the Citizens’ Alliance 
and assured the public on no less au- 
thority than that of the trouble-breed- 
ers themselves that all was peaceful 
and no strife was contemplated. Oh 
no! The trouble-makers never would 
think of making troubie! 

Yesterday's developments completely 
justified the warnings of the Citizens’ 
Alliance and the statements of The 
Times. The exposure was made of the 
secret attempts of McCarthy, Cornelius 
and Commons, the most notorious of 
agitators, to organize a street car 
strike in Los Angeles, with the inevi- 
table accompaniment of sympathetic 
strikes in all lines of industry. 
Names, dates and eireumstances were 
given, with a fac-simile of the inflam- 
matory circular which the fellows have 
been spreading among the employés of 
the trolley lines. The proof was abso- 
lute and documentary. The agitators 
apparently have been foiled through 
the loyalty of the railroad workers 
themselves, who have kicked them off 
their premises; but the skulking black- 
guards have been doing their very best 
to make trouble, and doing it at the 
time when they were shouting the 
loudest (with the aid of the Examiner, 
the Record, the News and the Ex- 
press) —shouting the loudest, we say, 
that everything was serene and no 
mischief was on foot. 

In exposing these ies 
against the good of the city, The Times 
has confined itself to facts—solid 
facts, which are susceptible of proof. 
It has not misrepresented the situation 
nor misstated the facts. Yet its un- 
esteemed contemporaries—the Exam- 
iner, the Express, the Record and the 
News—have persistently declared that 
the statements of this paper were un- 
true; that no strike is contemplated: 
that no trouble is probable, etc. In- 
ferentially, these papers would doubt- 
less have us believe that the union 
agitators who have come to Los An- 
geles, from San Francisco and else- 
where, have made their frequent trips 
merely for the benefit of their health, 
and with no thought of interfering in 
the industrial affairs of this city. 

Of course these untrustworthy news- 
papers know better, if they are not 
hopelessly stupid or blinded by cow- 
ardice and prejudice. In continuing 
to deny facts which can be proven they 
make the same sort of exhibition as 
does the ostrich when it hides its head 
in the sand and imagines that its 
posterior parts are concealed, when 
in point of fact they are made more 
glaringly conspicuous. 

These four newspapers (so-called) 
the Record, the News, the Express and 
the Examiner—are enemies of Los 
Angeles and traitors to its best in- 
terests when they seek to minimize 
and condone a menace so vital to the 
present and the future of this city and 
of Southern California. Our pre- 
eminence as a city where men are free 
from industrial bondage is the prin- 
cipal factor in our phenomenal growth 
and progress. It is a fact patent to 
all, that the enemies of industrial free- 
dom are making a concerted effort to 
fix upon Los Angeles the fetters of 
industrial bondage which they have 
successfully forged for San Francisco, 
Chicago and other union-cursed cities 
of the republic. 

The attempt will not be successful 
in Los Angeles, for its citizens are 
too much alive to their own interests

Foiled in one attack, 
they will arrange their lines for an- 
other. If obliged to cancel one date, 
they will try again. They will un- 
doubtedly select one central point of 
assault and expect sympathetic strikes 
to radiate from it, the more the mer- 
rier for the walking delegates who 
fatten on such disturbances. The Typo- 
graphical Union is the most perni- 
ciously active of all the gang at. pres- 
ent, but in all lines of industry 
the guards should be on the alert. 


WEEPING EXCLUSION. 


Hon. D. E. MeKinlay, who repre- 
gents the Second California district in 
Congress, has introduced à bill in that 
body, which, if it shall be enacted into 
a law, will be likely to create some 
difficulties for this country. THe bill 
provides for the extension of the 
clauses of the anti-Chinese exclusion 
laws and goes a long step farther by 
also providing for the exclusion of 
“Japanese and Korean laborers, Jap- 
anese and Korean persons, and per- 
sons of Japanese and Korean descent 
from the United States and all terri- 
tory under its jurisdiction.” 

The Congress of the United States 
is unfortunately liable to pass almost 
any kind of bill at almost any time, 
but it is inconceivable that this bill, as 
framed by Mr. McKinlay, will ever 
get onto the Federal statute books. If 
it were to become a law, not only 
would the United States be closed to 
Chinese, Japanese and Korean labor- 
ers, but to all persons of those nation- 
alities, and to their descendents, as 
well. And, furthermore, it would 
close Porto Rico, the Philippines, Ha- 
waii, Alaska and all our other 
possessions to these people. 

We are already experiencing the re- 
sult of a too vigorous and unjust ex- 
clusion of the Chinese. As long as we 
confined the workings of the Geary 
law and its successor on the statute 
books to the exclusion of Chinese 
coolie labor, we heard no complaint 
from the ruling classes of that coun- 
try, but when the strictures were car- 
ried to the extent of shutting out stu- 
dents, travelers and merchants who 
came here to do business and to carry 
on trade with us, the Chinese pro- 
tested. The result of that protest is 
the disastrous boycott which has been 
placed on American goods in China. 
The consequence is a direct loss of 
approximately $20,000,000 of trade an- 
nually with the people of the Celestial 
Empire. Moreover, we have undoubt- 
edly incurred the dislike, not to say 
the hatred of that people, and k is 
somewhat doubtful if we shall be able 
to restore the friendliness of the past 
during the present generation. 

As far as Japan is concerned, it 
seems now to be altogether unlikely 
that her people will turn to America 


although it was fully expected they 
would do so at the close of the Russo- 
Japanese war. But it transpires that 
the Mikado’s government will direct 
the streams of emigration into Man- 
churia, which it desiresXto build up 
and transform into a populous and 
prosperous country. 

At the same time, however, it may 
be fully depended upon that Japan 
would bitterly and emphatically re- 
sent the insult to her pride offered 
by the passage et this bill of Repre- 
sentative McKinlay’s. Japan now 
stands in the front rank of world 
powers, and if we were to exclude 
Japanese of any description from en- 
tering this country, let alone Japanese 
of rank, students, travelers, merchants 
or even common, everyday subjects of 
the Mikado, we certainly would have 


to permit such a subversion of their 


trouble on our hands. Indeed, it would

But the real point about McKinlay’s 
bill is that it is unjust and asinine 
to the last degree. It will doubtless 
be either amended beyond all recog- 
nition, or it will never get out of com- 
mittee.

The Representatives of California 
ought to be better engaged than in 
placing their State in a ridiculous 
light before the nation. 


RESIDENTIAL ELECTION 
FRANCE. 

The term of office of M. Loubet, 

President of the French Republic, is 

drawing to a close. Born and bred 


| upon a farm in beautiful Touraine, the 


garden spot of France, Emil Loubet 
has made, taking it all in all, the 
best President the French Republic of 
these latest days has yet had. Of ex- 
ceeding simplicity of manner, and 
thoroughly imbued with a true, demo- 
cratic spirit, M. Loubet has, in the 
main, given France an ideal adminis- 
tration. He has announced, as posi- 
tively as has President Roosevelt, 
that he will not be a candidate for 
reélection. The desire of the Presi- 
dent to return to private life is deeply 
regretted by practically the whole 
population of France. The regret is 
perhaps more keenly felt because of 
the great uncertainty as to who shall 
be his successor. 

The candidate who has made the 
most strenuous fight for the Presi- 
dency, and whose friends, as well as 
himself, are the most aggressive 
among the politicians of France, is M. 
Doumer, the president at the present 
time of the Chamber of Deputies, or 
lower house of the legislative branch 
of the French goverament. It is 
pretty generally conceded in France 
that M. Doumer is likely to land in 
the President's chair unless M. Loubet 
can be induced to change his mind 
and stand for reélection. Should it 
prove possible to bring this event to 
a head, it is almost universally real- 
ned that practically all opposition to 
the reélection of the President would 
melt away as rapidly as a snowball in 
a, big fire. 7 

In reference to the prospective suc- 
cess of Doumer, M. Jaurés wrote more 
than a month ago as follows: 

“The coming into the power of the 
Presidency of M. Doumer would be 
the greatest of evils and the great- 
est of crimes. Reaction encouraged, 
democracy falsified by the policy of 


his following, the country engaged at 


all points of the globe in all kinds of 
adventures, this would be the worst 
catastrophe which has been reached 
in thirty years by France and by the 
republic.” 

Two days after the appearance of 
the above view, M. Clemenceau came 
before the public with an announce- 
ment as positive as that of M. Jaurés. 
The remarkable thing about this last 
is that these two French statesmen 
are almost always strongly opposed 
one to the other. It has made a deep 
impression upon the French people to 
find them at the present time egree- 
ing in their opposition to the candi- 
dacy of the President of the Chamber 
of Deputies, 

M. Milleraud appears at the moment 
to be the leader on the side of Doumer, 
and the opponents of the latter claim 
that there is an understanding between 
the two, that Milleraud is to be Presi- 
dent of the Council of Ministers, pro- 
vided his friend Doumer is elected 
President of the republic. 

L’'Eclair, which claims to speak 
with somewhat ofan inside view as to 
the intentions of M. Loubet, credits 
Jaurés and Clemenceau with the in- 
tention, at the last moment, before the 
election takes place, should no candi- 
date arise of sufficient force to over- 


come the apparent strength of the 


ja few months afterwards. 


It they could push him from the head 


Joint Assembly at Versailles the name 
of President Loubet. The Parisian 
paper referred to says this: 

“It is not our business at the present 
moment to examine into the chances 
of reélection. They are at least of 
such a nature as to call for a careful 
study of the intentions and outward 
acts of M. Loubet. It is not neces- 
sary that the country should be. sur- 
prised by his remaining at I'Elysee 
without understanding the full signif- 
icance of what promises a second 
term of our President; for, if he is 
renominated, we hardly believe that 
he will voluntarily leave the office 
The disin- 
terested modesty with which he de- 
clines from time to time the future 
favor of the Congress, will suggest for 
him an ingenious way of continuing 
| his work and saving the republic.” 

According to the latest news from 
the French capital, Doumer has now a 
clear majority in the Chamber of De- 
puties, but not yet a majority in the 
Senate. His friends are working night 
and day to obtain control of that body. 
Falliéres, at this time President of 
the Senate, seems to have lost what 
little lead he had in his search for the 
Presidency of the republic. The 
French politicians consider him a 
“dead one.” Doumer's friends have 
not been particularly scrupulous in 
their manner of attack. They have 
held it out against Falliéres with con- 
siderable effect that one of his rela- 
tions, it is not stated how near or how 
remote, is a bishop, and in the present 
state of feeling in France that fact lost 
him, justly or unjustly, a good deal of 


A few of the interested ones, casting 
about for a possible candidate, have 
hit upon Bourgeois, Senator from the’ 
Department of the Marne, but it is not 
clear that he is at this time even a 
candidate. 

Doumer's enemies have devised a 
very shrewd \plan of attack, should 
they become persuaded that Loubet 
will not stand for reélection. They 
propose, upon the assembling of the 
Chamber of Deputies, to attack Dou- 
mer when he comes forward for reélec- 
tion to the Presidency of the Chamber. 


of the Chamber, and in a way efface 
him by placing him in the body of the 
House, they think they would have 
greatly diminished his chances for 
being President of the republic. 
Their trouble seems to be to find a 
candidate amomg the Deputies who 
promises to develop strength enough 
to overcome the known popularity of 
Doumer. Brisson, known for bis great 
services to the Republican party and 
for his reputation for absolute integ- 
rity, has been thought of, but discarded 
as lacking the requisite strength. The 
enemies of Doumer seem to have de- 
cided upon Sarrien, Deputy of the De- 
partments of Saone-et-Loire. Should 
they succeed in their enterprise, they 
certainly will have done a great deal in 
reducing Doumer’s chances for reach- 
ing the Presidency of the republic. 
Then, should Loubet still maintain his 
attitude: of opposition to reélection, 
Sarrien would become a powerful can- 
didate. 
How strenuous is the struggle ap- 
pears from the fact that Doumer's ene- 
mies do not stop at this plan for de- 
feating him. Should their plan fall, 
they propose calling a caucus of al 
the members of the Republican party, 
of all shades of opinion, and attempt- 
ing, before entering into Congress or 
Joint Assembly, as we would say, for 
the election of the President, to decide 
upon a candidate whom all who enter 
the caueus would be bound to support. 
Doumer and his followers view tuts 
plan with a good deal of misgiving; 
but when they have gone over the 
ground and surveyed it from every 
point of view, the French politicians 
seem ali to come back to their origi-

Our Diamond Imports. 


“It may. safely be said that ene-half 
of all the diamonds known are owned 
in the United States.” So says George 
F. Kung, the noted New York expert 
on precious stones. He estimates the 
value of all the diamonds worn or :n 
the market today at one billion of dol- 
lars, one full motety of which is in the 

rmanent ownership of people of the 

Inited States. The accumulation on 
this side of the Atlantic of wealth in- 
vested in diamonds has been going on 
at a far greater rate than ever dur- 
Ing the past five years, indicating the 
large number of fortunes being made 
in our midst and the gratification. uf 
the most luxurious and expensive 
tastes. It was not until the year 1901 
that importe of diamonds and other 
precious stones ever passed the tweney- 
million-dollar mark. This year the im- 

orts have exceeded thirty-six million 

liars’ worth, of which close on thirty 
millions represent diamonds alone. 
The United States has thus come to be 
far-and-away the greatest dlamond- 
buying nation in the world—in the 


sense, that is to say, of buying “for 
keeps.” 
The Centers of Distribution. | 

Certain of the European countries, 
notably Great Britain. the Nether- 
lands, and France, purchase large 
quantities of diamonds, but they do so 
rincipally for re-exportation pu 1 
t is to these markets that the United 
States resorts for her supplies. Lon- 
don takes the bulk of the stones pro- 
duced in the South African colonies. 
where the principal diamond mites of 
the world are located. A certain pro- 
portion of the gems are cut in the Brit- 
ish metropolis, where the diamond- 
cutting industry has of late years con- 
siderably extended. But fully three- 
fourths are re-exported uncut, to Ant- 
werp and Amsterdam in the Nether- 
lands and to Paris, these three cities 
being the chief diamond-cutting cen- 
ters. m London and from the three 
continental cities. New York takes its 
supplies of the cut crystals. 
Diamond-cutting in New York. 


But it is notable, too, that New York 
quite recently also taken a hand 
in the diamond-cutting business. The 
value of uncut stones imported into 
the United States has been steadily in- 
creasing, until now it represents one- 
third ot the whole—ten million out of 
the thirty million dollars’ worth this 
year. The growth of the industry is 
further shown by the census returns. 
the number of persons returned in 1900 
as in “lapidary work” being 
498, as compared with but ninety-twe 
five years previously. With the vastly 
increased imports of uncut stones, it 
is certain that the next census win 
bring the figures far over the thous- 
and-mark. This feature of our diamond 
imports is perhaps the best of all, for 
the industry is a highly skilled one, in 
which big wages are earned.
